ROME, April $—Owilng to the ter- 
rible famine which is rapidly spread- 
ng itself throughout the empire: the 
Austtian government has | issued an 
appeal to all public and private cooks 
of the housewifes to exercise the ut- 
most economy in foodstuffs, combus- 
tibles and light. 1t says: 

“Your function as cooks in the time 
of war has become of great tinport- 
ance to the state beeause in Vienna 
alone there are persons to 
be kept from hungering dally, and the 
enemies of our monarehy are aiming 
at starving us to death, 

“In order to econemize you must 
not cook more than is strictly suffic- 
jent for dinner and supper, Leavings 
must not be thrown wway, Mut be 
made, if possible, to serve another 
meal, Cure must be taken that no 


food goes bad, With the appearance 
of Waster, don’t waste material in 
useless confections, (Be sparing in
